1« Since IRy 1946, the influence of the *rab Higher CwdUH 10 ) has de- 
teriorated steadily. The offices which it maintains in Cairo, Dana a cue 
and Beirut are largely concerned with identifying persons 9 recording 
births and deaths, providing la loser-passers apd reporting general in- 
formation to the Oairo head quart ere of thejjfiifti 9 ^ifij J gfe-HP&eTOI, 

While the publlo treasury of the aHE still is in existence under Xzzat 
T/dTO as General Treasuajer, and while ostensibly a tax la levied on 
every person living inhale stine, according to his means, this arrange- 
ment now produces so little revenue that the financial position of the 
Atf offices is extremely poor. 



B, In addition to the public accounts of the consisting of annual sub- 
sidies from Iraq, Syria, Egypt and Sa*udl Arabia as well as from taxation 
and donations to the public treasury, the Mufti receives covert funds 
which he personally controls and for which no accounting is mde. 



5, The lUftl maintains dictatorial control over the Canmlttee members

4« The lAiftl presently, in effeot, is using the offices as a front for 
Ms covert activities.

7, lAahaana d Salim ASU-LABaN has further been charged by the Mufti with the 
task of foraing new terrorist bands to operate in Israel, Be currently 
ccranutes between Oairo, Damascus and Beirut, Jteoently the Egyptian 
goverzm*nt confiscated a s\g>ply of gold from aBU-IaBaN's oar as he at- 
tempted to Acstion 86 tb0 fronti0r *

Tislng^fhe training of young men for para -military action. Tiro training 
sites hare been opened in Damscus, one in the Lidan quarter and a 
second in the Bab al-Jibaya district. The expenses of this training 
are being defrayed with money collected on Palestine Day in Syria last 
spring.
